With further reference to the 
eight acre pasture of mixed 
grasses on the C. P. R. detnon- 
stration farm, which has fed 
20 sheep 20 lambs 10 cows, and 


lat times from 6 to 10 horses all 


spring and summer, it is of interest to 
report that four tons of hay have been 
cut off this piece of land. Considerable 
comment has been aroused since The 
Bulletin published an article previously 
concerning the wealth of pasture this 
irrigated field created, Usually it takes 
from 10 to 20 acres of prairie to sup- 
port one cow. This field was sown to 
pasture grasses last year. The sheep 
on this pasture produce 140 pounds of 
wool besides the lamb crop and the re- 
turn on the investment of $300 in the 
yearling ewes is estimated at $275 in 
lambs and wool.—Brooks Bulletin.
